The great trcaknoss in the criticism which hits liceti circulated so 


fraely against the merchant luarine shipping bill of the administration 
was its lad: oC coiistrnclive suggestion, Months have passed since the 
matter WHS ;tt first broached, in its new siguificauce arising from the war 
and yet one could tlnJ nothing tangible outside of the government pro- 
posal. 
This, ME heard, was ruinous, was against our national policy, 


was impractical, was undemocratic and was very dangerous, but when we 
looked to sec what was proposed as r. counter suggestion, I litre wns ii 
great void. It must also lie admitted that the administration could make 
out a good case for its side in the controversy, for opposed to the 
vagueness of the opposition arguments was the practical fact that before 
the president advocated a government owned shipping system, he had 
given every possible encouragement and incentive to private interests 
which remained aloof and refused to conic to the aid of American business. 


It is a relief, at last, to find that from various sections and 


Lacked by difl'crent interests critics of the administration bill offer what 
they describe as a counter measure, having all the virtues of that they 
would supplant and none of its dangers. 
One of the most thorough of 


these suggested programs is that advanced by the merchant marine com- 
mittee of" the Boston chamber of commerce and very favorably com- 
mented-on in the press. 
It offers a number of practical suggestions 


which are, however, entirely at variance with the government measure. 
Lest there should be any misunderstanding of its attitude, the committee 
of the chamber of commerce says specifically that the government bill 
"would be an unwise departure from the traditional policy of the Ameri- 
can people,, would involve a wasteful expenditure of public money, and 
would imperil our neutral position in the great European war." Though 
the first two statements are open to question, and though the third is 
merely n matter of debatable opinion, we are interested at present 
specifically in calling attention to the merchant marine suggestion which 
the chamber advocates. 


The features of the policy launched by the Boston body may be 


grouped under six main heads; 
"First, the establishment in the federal 


department of commerce of a shipping board of five members, on similar 
lines to the formation of the British board of trade; such board to be 
composed of the commissioner of navigation, and one representative each 
of the ship-owning interests, the ship-building interests, the shippers of 
over-seas trade and an expert in marine insurance. 
This board of 


experts would have general supervision of all merchant marine matters. 


Second and third, respectively: A revision of our navigation laws 


' and new regulations to prevent the greater cost of operating domestic 


ships, as compared with foreign sen-ice, and an amendment of the ocean 
mail law of 1891 so that compensation now paid to twenty-knot ships can 
be paid to ships of loss speed. These suggestions are aimed to meet some 
of the worst handicaps to our-present merchant marine trade. 


Fourth: 
In place of an investment of $40,000,000 in government 


ownership and operation, as proposed in the pending bill, a federal fund 
of the same amount to be administered by the shipping board for the 
purpose of guaranteeing mortgages examined and approved by the board, 
or for safeguarded loans upon shipping built or purchased for over- 
seas trade. 


Fifth: 
The granting of annual retainers of a reasonable amount to 


officers .and men of merchant vessels of the United States, in line, with a 
policy found most successful in British marine circles, and special com- 
pensation to steamships not under contract for carrying mails but built 


• on designs- approved by the navy department and pledged to, the service 


of the government, so that the government might in times of need control 
an adequate auxiliary fleet and a naval reserve of officers and men. 
The 


sixth suggestion has to do with the technical regulating of marine

have to reduce the size of loaves of 
bread, 
according to F. R. Khepard, 


spokesman for a large gathering of 
master bakers who inel with Thure 
Hanson, state commissioner of weights 
and measures, at Inc. state house yes- 
terday at a conference on bread la\vs 
called by Mr. Hanson. 


The prices of loaves cannot bo ad- 


vanced, Mr. Shepard said, as such an 
experiment, made a. fen- years ago in 
Washington, resulted In a falling of£ of 
40 per cent In trade." Tho only way In 
which the bakers can make any profit, 
if the price of flour remains the same, 
•will be to sell an S-ounce loaf for. flva 
cents and a IC-ouncc loaf for 10 cents, 
tvhlch will be a decrease of several 
ounces In sizes at present sold for fivo 
arid 10 cents. 


As a matter of fact, according to Mr. 


Shepard, this might have been necc5- 
eary some time ago If the bakers had 
:-Tiot foreseen the present high prices 


and laid in a stock of flour before the 
European war forced up flour prices. 


Meaning of "Loaf" 


• .Commissioner Hanson said a baker, 
grocer or provision dealer who, when 


aslced by a customer for a "five-cent 
loaf of bread," violated the law If he 
sold as a "loaf" anything weighing less 
than 32 ounces. 
Not that a customer 


Is entitled to 32 ounces of bread for five 
cents, but that It Is the dealer's place 
lo havo a sign Baying that he sells a 
quarter loaf for five cents, a half loaf 
for 10 cents, etc. 
The dealer must ho careful not to 


call It a loaf when It is only part of a 
loaf, as the law provides that bread 
shall be sold only In units of a loaf,' 
three-quarter, half and quarter 
loaf, 


and that the weight of a loaf shall be 
32 ounces. 
He cdded that his inspectors 
have- 


been going about the state of lala In- 
vestigating the sale of bread. Although 
they have found no Instances of 
short 


weight, they have observed a very con- 
siderable lack of signs, required by 
law, 
Indicating what portion or por- 


tions of a loaf are for sale. 


In many places they found H or 12 


ounces of bread sold for.nvo cents anil 
27 or 28 ounces for 10 cents, and no 
signs to Indicate that one Is a quarter 
loaf and the other a three-quarter loaf. 


The commissioner requested tho con- 


ference lo order their drivers lo advise 
retailers Hint such signs must be post- 
ed under penalty of prosecution.

Sides

lights lilt from trench to trench of Ihe 
enemy and when gunners send shells 
into hostile wurks which ilurinff the 
day have been singled out for this 
attention, the human mole—the pion- 
eer-goes to work. The present war 
lit close quarters has made it impos- 
sible for him to labor In daylight. Kol

busy at work digging trenches. 


Lontrary to popular belief, trenches 


aro but seldom dug by the Infantry- 
men, nowadays. The little spades thov 
carry serve fur the 
sole 
purpose of 


throwing up cover 
\vhen during an 


attack the n'rin.t; line, owing to superi- 
ority of nie from the enemy's position 
must Intrench Itself supernelally until 
reinforcements can be brought up. The 
trenches of the permanent posilions 
aro dug by the pioneers, as are also 
the approach of trenches, bomb-proofs 
and tunnels, which make up a modern 
"position-tight" line. 


,\Vhat It means to be a pioneer Is 


well told in a letter which has jusl 
been published In the Uerman press 
Tho writer explains that tile division 
slaft had thought it advisable to ad- 
vance closer to the 
Krcnch 
trenches. 


Before this could be done a trench 
had to be dug; otherwise the infantry 
sent there, would have 
been 
mowed 


down by the fire from the other side. 
The locality of the proposed trench lay 
between 
the 
French 
and 
German 
trenches. 
/'So we left the half-ruined, 
little 


village on (lie banks of 
the 
caiml. 


reached the 
highway, 
and 
labored 


through ihe deep mud and around 
the holes blown in the ground by the 
shells," continues the pioneer. "About 
us hummed bullets which 
seemed 
to 


have lost their way. and Ihe spades 
beat gently against the rifles. 


"After wading through' muddy fields 


we crossed a pontoon bridge, 
upon 


which our steps resounded 
in 
dull 


concussions. 
I.nter we entered along 


the sphere of the Kngllsh bullets, and 
had to get into the ditch along the 
road to escape them. 
After that we 


crossed more muddy 
fields, 
crept 


through barbed-wlro fences, and final- 
ly reached the spot. 


"There we deployed and 
went to 


work. 
It had started to rain again, 


and the ground we worked in became 
softer than' it had been. We worked 
like maniacs to get cover against tho 
fire of the enemy. 
Though it was 


dark the bullets hit the wall of a 
nearby house like hall. 


•"After a while the fire grew worse. 


'Lay down!' came the command. We 
rested soft enough In the mud, 
but 


there was a nasty smell about tt. For 


i ten minutes wo waited In this posi- 
tion,; and then resumed 
our. work. 


Some of the ground we were on had 
been filled in. It seemed, for after»a 
while we hit a layer of brick frag- 
ments which seriously retarded our 
progress. 


"The trench we were digging WRS 


only ISO to 200 feet from the trench 
of the enemy, some of the braves.1 of 
whom had perched themselves In the 
crowns of some willow trees and were 
popping away at us. 


"But a winter-thunderstorm came to 


our aid; its downpour caused the ar- 
dor of the men In the trees to cool. 


"We kept on with our work to the 


accomplishment of the Incessant heavy 
artillery fire from both sides. '-Now 
and then the bombardment would de- 
velop into a long, rolling cannonade. 
'Shrieking and howling, (he projectiles 


rushed through 'iho air above UB, io 
explodo on elllicr elOe with 
terrific 
craehes. 
• ..

. . 


"Meanwhile we hod burled ourselves 


well In Ihe earth, and when the rain 
ceased and the bullets began again to 
come from the willow treea they could 
no longer molest us. With loud splash- 
es they hit the soft loam about us, 
but we were below tho level of the 
parapet we had thrown up. 


"Another half hour and our work 


was done. With not a dry thread on 
our bodies, and .covered with mud from 
head to foot, we returned to our quar- 
ters, accompanied by the humming of 
the bullets which sped about us. 


"Now. there were stars in the clear 


sky—tha same stars p.s at home. But 
they look upon a different scene. To 
the right of us a sc-archllght lit up the 
ruins of deslroycd towns and villages 
in sharp contrasts. I thanked God 
that such a fate has been spared my 
home."
